"Cop Rock" 

Rochester Policeman Balances Blues, Books 

and Beats

For most people in law enforcement, the phrases 
"book 'em" and "behind bars" are readily familiar terms. 
But for Rochester Police Officer Johnny Barnes, they can 
also apply to his other two passions: detective fiction and 
rock music. 

Not only has the former Boston private detective 
already added the title "author" to his resume by pen- 
ning two self-published murder mysteries to date — Sleep 
When I'm Dead and Dead Men Talk — but he's also an ac- 
complished rock musician whose latest CD release. Known 
Offenders, combines both previously -released material and 
brand new music. All he needs to do now is adapt one 
of his novels into a movie — replete with his own music 
score — and he'd have the perfect media trifecta. 

"1 really want to be a director," Officer Barnes 
said during a sitdown chat in the town he patrols. "My

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dream one day is to have one of my novels adapted into 
a movie with my music as the soimdtrack. That would be 
the ultimate goal for me." 

Not surprisingly. Officer Barnes past experiences 
as a member of the thriving local Boston music scene in 
the late 1970s and early 1980s would probably make for a 
great book — or movie — itself. 

Having grown up in New Bedford, Officer 
Barnes first learned to play drums at the age of 12 and 
soon foimd himself as the opening act for The Kingsmen, 
whose smash hit "Louie, Louie" had just been released, in 
the renowned Lincoln Park Ballroom. He then went on to 
prep school in the Berkshires and "started playing har- 
monica and playing in a blues band," he said. "We'd go 
down to New York City every weekend." 

When he turned 18, Officer Barnes then picked 
up the guitar as his main instrument and he hasn't looked 
back since. "One of the first gigs I had playing guitar was 
at The Woods in Dartmouth ... we played with Manfred 
Mann," he said. "We used to play at Buttonwood Park ... 
(and) I used to do a solo act at nightclubs in New Bed- 
ford." 

Soon college beckoned and Officer Barnes moved 
to Boston to attend the esteemed Berklee College of Music 
which is where he first met a lot of the soon-to-be-influ- 
ential Boston artists. Much of this colorful local scene cen- 
tered aroimd what was known as the Cambridge Music 
Complex.

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"I remember a band called Captain Swing who 
later changed their name to The Cars," Officer Barnes 
said. "Another band originally called Mother's Milk 
changed their name to Boston. I still maintain contact with 
James Montgomery and Jon Butcher ... we e-mail each 
other regularly. We used to play a famous place called 
The Ratt in Kenmore Square. They first brought over The 
Police from England ... and New York bands like The 
Ramones, Blondie, Television, and the Talking Heads all 
played there. In turn, we used to play CBGBs in New 
York, too. We were shuttling back and forth between New 
York and Boston." 

Although Johnny Barnes and the various incar- 
nations of his band back then did well on the local club

circuit and managed to build up an impressive follow- 
ing, that one "big break" always seemed to elude them. 
Despite a couple of radio hits, Barnes soon found himself 
alongside other talented Boston-based acts that were 
never able to break out — groups like The Fools, the Jon 
Butcher Axis, Face to Face, and the John Montgomery 
Blues Band. 

"I released almost everything on my own label, 
Nightcrawler Records," he said. "I always sought distri- 
bution through the major (labels) and I came very close to 
a deal with Polydor. Another time we were about to make 
a deal with Elektra Records and a local group called Cap- 
tain Swing up in Boston changed their name to The Cars 
and released a song called 'Just What I Needed.' They got 
the deal with Elektra and the rest is history. They're still 
making money on Best Buy commercials." 

One of Officer Barnes' earliest boosters was Bos- 
ton radio station WBCN, which gave him a lot of radio 
airplay at the time. "In fact, 'Sudden Death Overdrive' (on 
this CD) was one of the most requested, most played local 
songs in the history of WBCN ... in 1984," he said. 

While working as both musician and later se- 
curity head and manager for The Channel nightclub in 
Boston, Officer Barnes certainly had ample opportunity 
to rub elbows with big-name rock stars in his heyday: 
people like Jimi Hendrix, Steve Tyler and Joe Perry from 
Aerosmith, the members of Cheap Trick, and even a night 
spent entertaining Jimmy Page. 

Much of the music on Known Offenders hearkens

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back to Barnes' Boston bands and charts a 25-year career 
history in rock music. 

"The CD contains all original material — songs 
that I've written over the last 20-25 years," Officer Barnes 
said. "The last song on the CD I just finished in Febru- 
ary. In fact, 'Steel Rail Blues' is on there and that was a hit 
locally for me in 1976 and made the Top Ten in England, 
France, Belgivim, and Argentina. I still get orders on my 
website from people in Switzerland, Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands ... for some reason 1 had good distribution over 
there and 1 just sent out over $200 in vinyl LPs, because 
they still buy vinyl records over there." 

Many of the songs on the CD were originally pro- 
duced by Jimmy Miller, best known for his work with The

"He produced all of the Stones' biggest hits 
— over 100 of them," he said. "From 'Street Fighting Man' 
to 'Honky Tonk Women' ... and their critically-acclaimed 
Exile on Main Street albiun. He also produced the one 
Blind Faith album with Eric Clapton and Stevie Winwood. 
He was a great guy. He was from American and went 
over to London, England and the first job he got was pro- 
ducing a song for the Spencer Davis Group called 'Gimme 
Some Lovin" and it hit nirmber one and stayed there for a 
long time." 

Indeed, Officer Barnes sees himself as living 
something of a double life and the CD cover appropriate- 
ly depicts two "known offenders" — the outlaw rock-and- 
roller Johnny Barnes with his arm around Police Officer 
Johnny Barnes. "That's kind of the Johnny Barnes story/' 
he said. 

Never one to sit back and bask in his accomplish- 
ments. Officer Barnes is nearly finished with another 
CD slated for an after-Christmas release and is currently 
embroiled in his third fiction novel, tentatively titled Dead 
on the Internet. 

"It seems like everybody knows somebody's 
girlfriend who took off with somebody they met on the 
Internet," Officer Barnes said of the basis for this next 
novel.

While his com- 
panions chose to stay in Honolulu, the ship's next port-of- 
call, Manjiro completed the return voyage to Fairhaven, 
where he learned English, navigation, surve3dng and 
shipcraft. Ten years later, he returned to Japan and played 
a pivotal role in his country's entry into the modern era. 

Fairhaven's role in this cross-cultural relationship 
has long attracted Japanese visitors, student and exchange 
programs — and even Japan's Crown Prince Akihito in 
1987. The Fairhaven /New Bedford - Tosashimizu Sister 
City Committee is the official sponsor of the Tenth John

Otis to Stay Open 

The Base Closure and Realignment Commission, 
the so-called BRAC Commission, issued a final report, in 
which it changed course and leaves open Otis Air Nation- 
al Guard Base. In the report, the Commission directs that 
the base be "realigned" rather than closed, which means 
it will continue to be an operating Air National Guard 
Base with the likelihood of taking on additional new 
missions. The commission's report also specified that the 
recommendation does not change the manpower levels of 
the Massachusetts Air National Guard, avoiding drastic 
reductions that were originally expected with the prospec- 
tive closure of Otis. 

The commission's report makes no change to its 
recommendation to move a squadron of F-15s from Otis 
to Barnes out in Westfield, nor does it change its recom- 
mendation to move the A-lOs out of Massachusetts. 

This final result represents a victory for the Mas- 
sachusetts effort, led by Senator Kennedy and Governor 
Romney with the support of Senator Kerry and Congress- 
man Delahunt to fight to save Otis in the BRAC process. 
It rejects the Defense Department's original recommen- 
dation to close the base. As a result of the Commission's 
change, no major base in Massachusetts was closed in the 
2005 Base Realignment and Closure process. 

Senator Kennedy said: "Otis has a new lease on 
life. The revised report means the base will continue, but 
with new missions that will give it a strong future role 
in protecting the security of the Commonwealth and the 
region." 

"The Base Closure Commission listened to our 
arguments and decided to keep Otis Air Force Base open

Tim Burton's Corpse Bride. With the voices 
of Johnny Depp and Helena Bonham Carter. 
Directed by Tim Burton and Mike Johnson. 
Running time: 74 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

A maggot and a black widow spider sing a 
duet to raise the spirits of a brokenhearted dead 
woman. A man is reunited with the playful skel- 
eton of his childhood puppy. This and more are 
on view in Tim Burton's Corpse Bride, a sportive 
vision of the macabre from the man who gave 
us Beetlejuice, Batman, and this past summer's 
Charlie and the Chocolate Factory. Burton thinks in intuitive images, 
and there are sights here that 1 would love to have framed on my wall 
— the image of the Corpse Bride, in her sooty gauze floating around 
her decaying blue flesh, slowly approaching her "suitor" on a bridge 
in the dead of night. Some of Corpse Bride has the iconic power of 
great silent cinema, and Burton is so cavalier about — and accepting 
of — the conditions of death and dismemberment that I can't imagine 
anyone but the smallest child finding it frightening. 

Unfortunately, Corpse Bride seems to have been made for that 
smallest child. Burtonhas tended towards mainstream pursuits inrecent 
years, and though I've stood by him thick and thin — I enjoyed his 
Planet of the Apes remake for what it was (in the face of near-unani- 
mous ridicule), and Mars Attacks deserves serious re-appraisal as some 
sort of nutbrain classic — I've been dispirited by how little fight he 
seems to have put up against the mainstream. Corpse Bride clocks in 
at a whiplash 74 minutes, and it might have been even shorter if not 
for several uninspired Danny Elfman songs, which here feel like pad- 
ding. It's as if Burton and his co-director Mike Johnson had one eye 
on the clock, so as not to bore ... well, what audience, exactly? The 
audience for Corpse Bride will indulge just about anything gothy and 
Burton-esque from Burton. But they may not indulge him this time. 

Johnny Depp gives voice to Victor Van Dort, a skittish young man 
who is to be married, whether he wants to or not, to the pleasant if 
boring Victoria Everglot (Emily Watson). Victor blunders through the 
wedding rehearsal, and when running through the procedure alone in 
the woods one night, he slips the wedding ring on what he takes to be 




a branch but is the finger of Emily, the Corpse Bride (Helena Bonham 
Carter). Emily pursues the horrified Victor and brings him into the land 
of the dead, which is designed to look much more colorful than the 
land of the living. Bones rise up and sing, swapping skulls and dancing 
with halved cadavers, bodiless heads, skeletons with luridly jutting 
jaws. The tone is both antic and morbid; Burton is in his element. 

Fans of 1993's Nightmare Before Christmas expecting another 
Burton-Elfman stop-motion triumph, however, need to dial their 
expectations down a notch. Elfman's songs for that goth favorite had 
infinitely more variety, and the movie found show-biz funkiness in 
the creepy and ghastly. Corpse Bride, technically impeccable though 
it is, plays like the work of a fervent Tim Burton imitator The look 
is certainly in place, and some of the jocular sinisterness is fun. But 
Victor is a singularly dull character, and we can't see why either Vic- 
toria or Emily wants him; the irony is that this is a romantic triangle 
without romance. Victor is caught Ijetween death and life, but neither 
one seems to be fighting very hard for his soul. 

Towards the finish, the movie takes a turn towards disaster, when 
a nefarious character turns up and instigates, of all things, a sword 
fight. None of this was in the Russian folk tale Burton is borrowing, 
a fable derived from actual anti-Semetic violence and tragedy. In that 
tale, the living bride promises to Uve the Corpse Bride's dreams, and 
the bereft cadaver finally rests in peace. Here, Victor seems ready to 
join Emily in death, until Victoria — whom he's known barely a day 
— shows up. In the context of the film, and of Burton's work, it seems 
like a sad capitulation to the "normal." Will Victor really be happy in 
the glum land of the living, with Victoria's horrid parents looming over 
him? And what about Scraps, Victor's long-lost dead puppy? Won't 
the poor little guy miss Victor? Corpse Bride has been envisioned but 
not thought through.
